Greek book, extended into the history of 
Moses. Those of Monreale and the Cappalla' 
Palatina at Palmero ran along the walls’ 
above the nave arches. They appeared to 
be of the twelfth century, and to be very 
like each other in design. Wall paintings of 
the Genesis story were, very frequently 
found. Of the eleventh century were those 
at Agliate, in the North, and of S. Capula 
in Formis, near Capua, the latter done under 
Monte Cassino influence. Among several 
others mentioned were Anagni Cathedral, 
which was a rarity, the illustrations being 
of the early chapters of 1 Samuel on the 
vaulting, and the Campo Santo at Pisa, The 
latter was conceived on a great scale. It 
began with a huge figure of the Creator 
plotting out the spheres with a pair of 
compasses. 

The culmination, the noblest treatment of 
the Old Testament which the whole Renais- 
sance had to show, was in the so-called 
Bible of Raphael in the Stanze of the 
Vatican and in the Sistine Chapel, the walls 
of which contrasted or paralleled the life 
of Moses with that of Christ, while the 
roof showed the tremendous conception of the 
Creation, the Prophets and the Sibyls by 
Michael Angelo, whose unique Last Judg- 
ment filled the east wall. 

SCULPTURE. 

Sculpture comprised a remarkable altar. 
piece at Salerno Cathedral in ivory com 
of many panels. ‘The subject included the 
whole of the Genesis story, and went 
into that of Moses in twenty-four panels, 
Bronze doors at Verona and Monreale, with 
Genesis and Moses scenes, were famous, and 
yet more so were those of Florence. They 
followed an old tradition in summarising the 
Old Testament history down to the time of 
Solomon in ten crowded panels. Portals 
carved in stone were less common -than in 
France; but Modena and Cremona Cathedrals 
had their 11th or 12th century reliefs. 

Not much literature was accessible to him 
about the stained glass of Italy, and the 
book art was small in amount. 


IN SPAIN. 

In Spain there were but very few monuv- 
ments to describe. The earliest was as old 
as the 9th century. The MSS. of the 
commentary of Beatus on the Apocalypse, 
the oldest of which is of the year 804, 
usually had appended to 2 Jerome's com- 
mentary on Daniel. illustrated with about 
twelve pictures of the taking of Jerusalem; 
the story of the visions of Daniel, and the 
City of Babylon. As to Spanish Bibles, one 
at Leon (960) had a substantial number. of 
pictures. The only monument that was not 
a book were the sculptures on the outside-of 
the choir enclosure at Toledo Cathedral. 
Thev were a purely New Testament series, 
done, he supposed, late in the 14th century, 
about 1380. They ran from the Creation to 
the establishment of the Tabernacle, thus 
representing very adequately the old dis- 


pensation. 
THE TYPOLOGICAL MOTIVE. 

In conclusion, Dr, James sketched the 
illustrations of the Old Testament, and said 
that the typological, or the typical, motive 
lay at the root of all Old Testament illustra- 
tion by Christians. It went back to the 
earliest times; it was bound up with the 
literature of the Church, and received its 
ultimate sanction from the New Testament. 
The words: As Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the Son of 
Man be lifted up,” might be described as 
the foundation stone of the whole fabric. 

Conveying the thanks of the College to the 
lecturer, the Provost said that the series of 
lectures they had heard were delivered by 
one who was a complete master of hig sub- 
ject, who knew more about it than anybody 
in these countries, and probably in France, 

Dr. James suitably replied.

LADY ASTOR'S VIEWS. 


Lady Astor, who spoke at the evening 
session on the temperance question, got a 
great reception, Vivacious and witty, she 
carried everyone with her, but amidst all 
her humour and “' chafí ” there were 
many golden grains of thought. She had 
her usual fling at the Press, but subse- 
quently made a graceful apology to Irish 
journalism, which, she understood, was 
fair and unbiassed on the liquor question. 
The Viscountess made an eloquent appeal 
for more temperate habits, but said that 
they could not make people sober by legis- 
lation, although they could be made more 
sober, as had been proved. Lady Astor 
was moderate in her advocacy of reform. 
She seemed to have a vision of the 
dangers which might be caused by fanati- 
cal action, and amidst an impressive 
silence, she said :—‘‘ I hope and pray that 
tu Ulster you will never go back upon 
your party; for that would be a poor 
thing to do. II your party is wrong, 
make it right, and make it possible for 
good men in your party to do good 
things.” Her further statement, that 
she did not believe they could do any- 
thing by force, should commend itself to 
those who evidently would not hesitate to 
eplit the Unionist Party from top to 
bottom, if only their wishes could be 
gratified. Lady Astor wants everybody to 
be cheerful and happy, and said that in 
the past temperance reformers had been 
too lugubrious, going about with such 
sober faces that they made people not 
want to be so sober.

A Coal Embargo. 

The decision of the French Government 
to forbid the import of all foreign coal, 
except under special licence, has dealt a 
heavy blow at the British export trade. 
Doubts have been expressed concerning the 
| lewality of this action, which has been 
taken under a section of the French 
Customs law. Since the war the French 
output of coal has increased from about 
40,000,000 to 52,000,000 tons a year, and, 
with the additional» 10,000,000 tons that 
are being produced in the Saa Basin, the 
necessity for large imports has been. 
reduced. French coal; however, not. only 
is of inferior. quality, but is very dear, 
with the result that. importers have been 
buying large quantities from Britain, | 
and native supplies have become a 
drug in the market. In the Nord and’ 
Pas de Palais departments alone it is 
estimated that about 2,000,000 tons, for 
which there is no demand, are lying in 
dumps, and the coal-owners have persuaded 
the Government that, without an embargo 
on imports, the profits will vanish.’

“informer” is to have but one duty— 
namely, to notify his Government as to 
the course of the negotiations, in which 
he will take no part. By this means the 
French Government will be able to adhere 
to its previous decision, but will have an 
opportunity of accepting any restriction: 
upon naval armaments that may be 
commended by the Conference.

German armaments, and it is uncertain 
whether.the Council would agree that the 
duties of the. commission should be 
delegated to the 4ftachés. 


Rent Restriction. 


Rent restriction has been considered 
carefully by the Government during the 
past few weeks, and, as it comes to an 
end with the close of the year unless it 
is renewed, it is expected that the Minister 
of Health will make a statement in the 
House of Commons in the course of the 
next few weeks. It is probable that the 
Act will be continued for quite another 
twelve months; for there is still a 
shortage of accommodation, though the 
number of houses show a steady increase. 
It is estimated that one hundred thousand 
houses are required every year—seventy 
thousand to meet the needs of the increase 
in population and thirty thousand to re- 
place these put out of use. In the year 
ended last March these requirements were 
met, and, in addition, arrears were 
reduced by over one hundred thousand 
houses.

FRONTIER UN REST. 


SHARP LESSON FOR 
'  PRIBESMEN. 
¢ From Tux Tiss” CORRESPONDENT. 
Mrd, Thursday. 
The Royal Air Force has just completed 
| certain small operations against the un- 
ruly Mohmands. A general state of unrest 
has been prevalent for some time on that 
section of the North-West frontier. Matters. 
have been warming up there since March 
and April. Haji of Turanzai,.a. pensioner 
of Kabul, returned home to the Mohmand 
country about that time from a ‘visit to 
Jelalabad to receive his allowances. He 
was a troublesome character of old. The 
Fakir Saheb of Alingar in Balaur, a new 
stormy petrel, almost simultaneously 
visited the Mohmands, and preached a 
jehad (holy war). The first effect of this 
appears to have been to give umbrage to 
Haji, but the Fakir Saheb collected a 
considerable lashkar of Mohmands in in- 
dependent territory, and led them down 
the Gandhao towards Shabkadr, on the 
Mohmand line, a few miles north of 
Peshawar. 
By this time the lashkar had been 
joined by another, led by Haji, and the 
invaders announced their intention of at- 
tacking Shabkadr, where the fort was held 
by frontier constabulary. They began the 
operation by assailing three fortified 
towers of blockhouses, held by friendly 
Mohmands on the famous Mohmand line, 
but were beaten off. The Royal Air Force 
was then ordered to the scene, and No. 1 
and No. 2 Indian wings R. A. F., from 
Peshawar and Risalpur respectively, 
began bombing the lashkar close to 
Shabkadr, on thé evening of June 6th. 
The operations continued until the early 
morning of June 8th. 
The Force flew for 49 Wi hours, 
but the Mohmands avoided them as much 
as possible by scattering’ The raiders 
eventually dispersed and fled home. The 
trouble now appears to have ended. It is 
believed that between 30 and 50 raiders 
have been killed. Ground troops ordered 
| from, Peshawar to Shabkadr as a precau- 
tion were not in action; and have returned 
to Peshawar. 
It is hoped that the sharp lesson the 
tribesmen received will not be lost among 
their villages, and it is reported that the 
friendlies near the administrative border 
and the villagers settled within it are 
considerably heartened and steadied after 
their gathering anxieties of the past four
